WPA Administrator Returns 


THAT our fear Hope was being discriminated against in 
1 last spring's consolidation of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration 
(VVI'A) was ungrounded, appears today in 


the fact that Claude Mann, who has charge of the 21 south 
Arkansas counties of the consolidated district, has returned 
his headquarters to this city from Camdcn. 


It was becoming fairly obvious u year ago that the 


WPA was duo for a consolidation and retrenchment, and 
regardless what one city lost there wouldn't be a corres- 
ponding gain for another city. The WPA as a whole was 
being curtailed and centralized—and subsequent develop- 
ments prove this was so. 


When the Mope district (No. 5J was consolidated with 


Camdcn and Monticello districts and Mr. Mann as District 
Five Administrator moved to Camdcn to govern the con- 
solidated territory, the total setup at Camdcn covered 62 
employes. Today the total at Camdcn is 12. 


But Hope has 15 employes nnd 


Mr. Mann, whose title now is 
regional field representative for 
State WPA Administrator Floyd 
Sharp. 


What happened after the Hope 


office was consolidated and moved 
to Cnmden was simply this: The 
entire accounting business of the 
WPA nil over the state was cut 
off from the district offices and 
handled from a central bureau in 
Little- Hock. The Catmlcn district 
office then was quickly skeloton- 
i/.cd—and that pretty well describes 
btilh the Camdcn and Hope offices 
today. 


So Hope mny feel that she has 


gotten a "fair shake" in the entire 
transaction. 


Naturally we are filad to have 


Mr. Mann hack with us again. The 
fact is that fully half the work of 
his 21-county district, extending 
from Lake Village to DeQueen, lies 
in the territory most easily reached 
from Hope. And so he is hack. 
And we welcome him.

France Improves 


Defensive Pacts

PARIS, France — (/!') — France has 


strengthened her 
ring of alliances 


around Germany to bolster her posi- 
tion in central Europe, and has con- 
cluded an aerial concord with Britain, 
it became known Tuesday. 


The aerial accord, it was disclosed 


by u highly-placed political source, 
pledges the close co-operation of aerial 
forces of the two nations, just as the 
navy and army of Britain and France 
already are pledged lo mutual assist- 


fect on the relief situation.

amount credited to the 22 states in the 
Treasury's unemployment trust fund 
will be close to 5500,000.000. For two 
years employers have been paying 
payroll taxes to finance the system, 
graduated from 1 per cent nnd 2 )>cr 
cent to a stationary 3 per cent begin- 
ning in 1938. Some states require em- 
ploye contributions. 


Some Exemptions

intention to apply to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission for a 15 pet 
cent increase in rates. 


The increase, if granted, would.be 


the first in 30 years of, operation, ex- 
cept for the World war period when 
the utilities were under government 
control, the announcement stated, 


Companies' Statement 


"NEW YORK—The telegraph com- 


panies are about to apply to the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission for a 
15 per cent increase in rates. 


"In making this application, one of 


the oldest public service institutions is 
obliged to break a precedent of thirty 
years' standing. The position of the 
telegraph industry in the public ser- 
vice field is unique in that it does not 
assess a stand-by charge, but must rely 
for its income wholly on what is paid 
for each item of service performed. 
By progressive methods and a contin- 
ued series of improvements and new 
developments in plant and operating 
processes, it has not only met all the 
increasing costs arising during the past 
three decades, but has actually de- 
creased the cost of its service to the 
public, 


"The 
only increase in telegraph- 


rates wh^c^^hasJieeajiB.^e 
thirty yeariTwas'"made by the gov- 
ernment when it operated the industry' 
during the World war. 
. 


"Today, Despite drastic operating 


economies the financial resources and 
credit of the companies are being 
jeopardized by the decline in 
rev- 


enues "brought on by the general slack- 
ening of the business of the country, 
on which the industry depends, and 
the situation is made even more crit- 
ical by the constantly growing cost 
of telegraph operation through heavy 
social security and other taxes, wage 
restorations, and mounting expenses, 
of all kinds. 


"As indicated by figures published a 


few days ago, the telegraph companies 
are operating either at a deficit or on 
a very slender margin, and, it is 
pointed out, if this condition continues, 
it will shortly impair their ability to 
continue rendering the efficient 
ser- 


vice on which the public depends and 
which forms such an essential part of 
the commercial and social fabric of 
the nation as well as an indispensable 
arm of national defense. 


"In recent years the telegraph com- 


panies have offered a number of new 
and additional services at low rates 
for the purpose of developing new and 
enlarged uses of their service in an ef- 
fort to increase the colume of traf- 
fic and thus keep their revenues 
abreast of the constantly mounting ex- 
penses, but in spite of favorable pub- 
lic reception of their innovations they 
have not been sufficient to offset tho 
general down trend."

THIS business recession must be getting serious. Father 
1 Coughlin is going back on the air. 


There was an underproduction of most things during the 


last depression, but of one thing—demagogy—there was a 
great glut, a superabundance that ought to have brought the 
good life unaided. The tubthumpers and the nation-saver? 
come up out of the nowhere when business indices fall, like 
night-crawlers coming up out of the lawn after a rain. 


So we might as well prepare ourselves for a new crop 


Whether all of the old favorites will reappear or whether we 
shall have some brand-new ones is not clear, just yet; but that 
we shall have a bumper yield of them unless business revives 
is as certain as anything can be. 
- * • * - * 


PROBABLY ws shall survive the experience without much 
Jl damage. A nation that could live through the last depres- 
sion can live through anything, very likely, and what is ahead 
of us can hardly be worse than what we have been through. 


But applied demogogy is a dangerous thing, nevertheless, 


in this day of masspropaganda techniques. It is dangerous for 
the same reason that a quack doctor with a suitcase full of 
patent medicines in dangerous at the bedside of a man critical- 
ly ill. It offers the wrong sort of remedy, and offers it at a 
time when people feel desperate enough to try anything. 


It ought to be obvious that a time of profound depression 


is the one time of all times when clear, unprejudiced and ac- 
curate thinking is needed. Yet that is just what the demagog 
does not offer; on the contrary, he offers a heavily emotional 
dose which makes clear thinking impossible. He calls upon 
people to emote their way out of their troubles. He appeals 
to their feelings rather than to their reasons. 


He can do this, in a depression, because there are so 


many things to get emotional about.

VEN in the best of times, Heaven knows, this imperfect 


world is full enough of injustice and inequality; when the 


wheels slow down and honest men are brought face to face 
with hunger and want through no fault of their own, it is 10 
times worse. Than the demagog has his innings. 


He has but to point to these crying wrongs, beat his breast 


passionately, damn all the constituted authorities for not 
doing something, and offer his own panacea. Let him rouse 
enough honest indignation, and he can save his panacea from 
critical examination; if anyone :doea criticize it, he can cry, 
"Ha! So you want things to go on as they are, do you?" And 
there is no stopping him.

No stopping him—except through the good sense of the 


people as a whole. In the long run, that good sense proved 
sufficient last time, and it probably will again. And if this 
recession deepens, it will once more be put to the test. 


Go Easy On Brazil 


I TNDERSECRETARY of State Sumner Welles made an ex- 
U cellent point in his recent speech at George Washington, 
'University, when he remarked that America's "good neigh-; 
bor" policy in Latin-American affairs has a direct application' 
in the current upheaval in Brazil. 


This policy, Mr. Welles points out, calls on the United 


States to refrain from minding its neighbors' business for 
them. In other words, the kind of government Brazil chooses 
to give itself is strictly Brazil's concern, not ours, and our 
abhorrence of the Fascist label should not cloud the friendly 
relations that exist between Brazil and this country. 


As a matter of fact, added Mr. Welles, we may be a bit 


hasty in pinning the Fascist label on the Vargas regime. Not 
all of the facts in the matter are known, even now; and for 
Americans to fly into a furor over a Fascist government that 
may ^ot turn out to be Fascist at all is rather silly.

Once epilepsy is definitely diagnos- 


ed, the care given to the person con- 
cerned is of the utmost importance in 
regulating the number of attacks and 
the general health of the individual 
concerned. 


When an attack comes there may be 


danger to life as well as to health. 
Furniture and other materials should 
be moved so that the person in the 
convulsive attack will not strike him- 
self in any manner. Biting of the ton- 
gue is usually prevented by putting a 
spoon or lead pencil between the teeth. 
Tight clothing ahouW be removed. 


In the period of exhaustion which 


follows the attack the person is best 
permitted to lie absolutely quiet. No 
attempt should be made to hasten has 
awakening because an activity brought 
about too early may cause headaches 
and even persistence of the exhaus- 
tion. 


In rteatment of this condition now- 


adays the doctor plans not only for 
the utmost in hygiene and improve- 
ment ot the diet but also avoidance of 
fatigue which seems to lower esistance 
and increase the irritability. 


Epileptics do best where they are not

children. Miss Irwin is principal of 
the Little Red School House, a progres- 
sive school in downtown New York. 


Parents usually please themselves 


when they're shopping for toys, she 
says. They don't consider the child's 
taste or age, or durability of the ob- 
jects. 


So she's set up some rules for the 


toy-shoppers. 


1. Choose toys which stimulate the 


child's imagination, rather than me« 
chanical toys. Trains that run by hand 
are belter than electric trains. Blocks 
fall into the same category, but this 
second rule-also applies to them. 


2. Choose toys which help children 


exercise their large muscles. Large 
blocks, trapezes, boards to fit over 
saw horses and the like offer a child 
an excellent chance for exer.cise. Ath- 
letic equipment, roller skates, sleds 
and bicycles make good gifts. 


3. Select toys that don't break easily. 


Tools should be well .made, Jest ham- 
mer heads fly off and do damage. 
Cheap miniature automobiles are like- 
ly to lose .their wheels after a few 
trips around the carpel. 


4. Buy games of skill rather than 


chance. That doesn't mean total an- 
nihilation of the "chance" type of 
games.
